WASHINGTON (A P) — Stocked 
with facts and sworn to secrecy, 
members of the House Judiciary 
Committee have begun to consider 
evidence in its historic inquiry into 
possible impeachment of President 
Nixon. 
During a long, closed briefing 
Thursday, the committee received a 
detailed account of events leading up 
to the Watergate break-in of June 17, 
1972, and a thick pile of supporting 
facts. 
Members said the staff presentation 
reached no conclusions and did not 
relate directly to any presidential con­ 
duct. 
“ It was strictly background,” said 
Rep. John Conyers, D-Mich. “ It was 
all familiar, nothing new,” added Rep. 
Don Edwards, D*Calif. 
Both acknowledged, however, that 
the information presented Thursday 
links up with facts brought out in later 
sessions to form a pattern that would 
make it pertinent to the impeachment 
inquiry. 
The committee is scheduled to hold 
three more closed sessions next week, 
all devoted to Watergate and the en­ 


suing efforts to cover it up. Five other 
areas of presidential activity involved 
in the inquiry will be dealt with in 
following weeks. 
In his opening statement, Committee 
Chairman Peter J. Rodino Jr., D-N.J., 
said the committee was acting under a 
resolution passed by the House “ by a 
vote of 410 to 4“ authorizing and 
directing it “ to investigate fully and 
completely whether sufficient grounds 
exist” to impeach President Nixon, 
“ We are proceeding 
under the 
mandate of that resolution. 
“ I don’t need to stress again the 
importance of our undertaking and the 
wisdom, decency and principle which 
we must bring to it. 
“ We understand our high 
con­ 
stitutional responsibility. We will 
faithfully live up to it.” Rodino said. 
In his opening remarks, Rep. 
Edward 
Hutchinson, 
ranking 
Republican on the committee, said: 
“ The power of impeachment is one 
of those great checks and balances 
written 
in 
our 
Constitution 
to 
ameliorate the stark doctrine of the 
separation of powers. But the im­ 
peachment of a president is more 


drastic, for it can bring down an ad­ 
ministration of the government. The 
Constitution itself limits the scope of 
impeachment of a president to 
treason, bribery or other high crimes 
and misdemeanors.” 


He cited a law dictionary published 
in 
Ijondon

defining

peachment as “ the accusation and 
prosecution of a person for treason or 
other crimes and misdemeanors.... 
And it is observed that the same 
evidence 
is 
required 
in 
an

peachment in Parliament as in the 
ordinary courts of justice.” 


He added, “ The standard it imposes 
is a finding of criminal culpability on 
the part of the President himself, 
measured according to criminal law. 
I trust that the members of this 
committee 
embark 
upon 
their 
awesome task each in his own resolve 
to lay aside ordinary political con­ 
siderations and to weigh the evidence 
according to the law. I trust that each 
of us is resolved during this inquiry, 
schooled, skilled and practiced in the 
law as each of us is, to perform as a 
lawyer in the finest traditions of the 


profession....” 
Meanwhile, the Senate Watergate 
Committee continued its investigation. 
A committee subpoena was revealed 
seeking records of loans totaling 
$75,000 it says were made by President 
Nixon and his daughter Tricia to C. G, 
“ Bebe” Rebozo. 


The disclosure came as Rebozo’s 
lawyer worked out an agreement with 
the committee limiting the scope of the 
subpoena, which called for a number 
of Rebozo’s financial records. 


The lawyer, William Frates, com­ 
plained that the subpoena even sought 
Rebozo’s grocery bills. 
According to the subpoena, the 
committee wants the records of an 
unsecured $65,000 loan it said was 
made to Rebozo by Tricia Nixon Cox in 
March 1973 and an unsecured $10,000 
loan made to Rebozo by Nixon in 
January or February 1973. 
The Watergate committee also 
rejected unanimously a claim of 
executive privilege made by White 
House chief of staff Alexander M. Haig 
Jr. and ordered him to reappear before 
the committee and answer all 


questions. 
Chairman Sam J. Ervin Jr., D-N.C,, 
said the committee would consider 
taking contempt of Congress action 
against Haig, if he refuses again to an­ 
swer questions. 


The presentation to the House 
Judiciary Committee began with 
diagrams outlining the chain of 
command in the White House staff and 
Nixon’s re-election campaign com­ 
mittee in 1971, and a floor plan of the 
principal White House offices. 


Under the terms of the investigation 
the staff is supposed to present only 
factual information, leaving it to the 
committee members to draw their own 
conclusions. 
John Doar, chief counsel for the 
committee, is noted for meticulous 
preparation of a case, and members 
were favorably impressed 
with

One member confided that a colleague 
whispered to him during the long 
recital of facts, “ John Doar could put 
you to sleep reading from The Happy 
Hooker.’” 


There also were vigorous protests 
from

presentation was made behind closed 
doors. The session began in public but 
was closed by a 31-6 vote because some 
felt the material could include secret 
grand jury evidence that might tend to 
defame or degrade someone. 


Conyers, one of these voting against 
the closing, vigorously protested the 
committee’s action. 
“ Nothing was presented that could 
not have been presented in the open,” 
Conyers said. “ We’re off to a highly 
undemocratic start. Secrecy was what 
allowed Watergate to spread.” 
Conyers said that if the grand jury 
evidence became the basis for an 
article of impeachment, it would have 
to be made public. “ You can’t impeach 
anyone on secret evidence,” he said.

Thunderstorms crackled across a 
broad stretch of the midcontinent 
today after tornadoes and locally 
heavy rains lashed southern Texas. 
Tornadoes were sighted at Kile, 
Garfield, Lake Thomas and just south 
of Bandera, Tex., Thursday.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Republican 
Sen. Richard Schweicker of Penn­ 
sylvania today urged President Nixon 
to resign because the Watergate tran­ 
scripts released by Nixon last week 
“ reveal a total disregard for the moral 
and ethical values upon which this 
nation was built.” 


In

President, Schweiker said, “ I am 
compelled to speak out. I cannot 
remain silent in the face of the now 
obvious moral corrosion destroying 
and debasing the presidency. 


Schweiker, who often split with the 
President on issues, said he would not 
prejudge Nixon on issues relating to 
impeachment. But he said the edited 
transcripts of presidential Watergate 
conversations released last week “ will 
inevitably destroy your capacity to 
lead our nation effectively for the 
remainder of your term.” 
Schweiker ended his letter to Nixon 
saying, “ I am convinced you can best 
serve your country and the presidency 
by resigning now.” 
The Pennsylvanian’s letter to the 
President is the latest in growing 
pressure on Nixon to resign in the 10 
days since he released the transcripts. 
Schweiker was to read his letter to 
Nixon and then answer questions at a 
news conference. 
However, White House spokesman 
Gerald L. Warren said Nixon “ is 
determined to remain in office despite 
comments by some and the attacks by 
others.” 
“ There is no question that the 
President’s position is continuing to 
deteriorate,” said a senior Republican 
senator. Another reported increasing 
cloakroom talk that Nixon would 
resign if the House votes to impeach 
him. 
Almost nobody in the House, in 
private conversation, now believes 
that impeachment is not a foregone 
conclusion, said Rep. Charles Wilson,

Dr. Edward Gottheil made the 
statement Thursday in proposing a 
study of one of the medical world’s 
most important questions: Should a 
terminally ill patient be told he or she 
is dying?

Psychiatric Association, he called for 
research to develop guidelines as to 
who can be told safely. 
Gottheil questioned the current 
school of thought that it is more 
humanitarian to be truthful with the 
fatally ill, “ treating knowledge of 
impending death as a human right.” 
Some people sink into depression or 
fear when told, while others take the 
news calmly, the psychiatrist said.

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Others react with anger and some 
refuse to “ hear” the message, he said. 
Gottheil said he and his associates 
had found an increase in cases of 
mental depression paralleling the 
increasing practice of informing dying 
patients of their fate. 
Telling a patient so he can wind up 
his affairs may be welcomed by some, 
Gottheil said. But someone too ill to 
take a last trip to see a new grandchild 
might have his or her hope shattered. 
And he said hope is a strong ally in the 
patient’s will to fight. 
“ We have all observed patients who, 
notwithstanding their medical con­ 
dition, have given up and died, or 
fought and lived,” he said.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Republican 
Sen. Richard Schweicker of Penn­ 
sylvania today urged President Nixon 
to resign because the Watergate tran­ 
scripts released by Nixon last week 
“reveal a total disregard for the moral 
and ethical values upon which this 
nation was built.” 
In 
a 
letter 
addressed 
to 
the 
President, Schweiker said, “I am 
compelled to speak out. I cannot 
remain silent in the face of the now 
obvious moral corrosion destroying 
and debasing the presidency. 


Schweiker, who often split with the 
President on issues, said he would not 
prejudge Nixon on issues relating to 
impeachment. But he said the edited 
transcripts of presidential Watergate 
conversations released last week “will 
inevitably destroy your capacity to 
lead our nation effectively for the 
remainder of your term.” 
Schweiker ended his letter to Nixon 
saying, “I am convinced you can best 
serve your country and the presidency 
by resigning now.” 
The Pennsylvanian’s letter to the 
President is the latest in growing 
pressure on Nixon to resign in the IO 
days since he released the transcripts. 
Schweiker was to read his letter to 
Nixon and then answer questions at a 
news conference. 
However, White House spokesman 
Gerald L. Warren said Nixon “is 
determined to remain in office despite 
comments by some and the attacks by 
others.” 
“There is no question that the 
President’s position is continuing to 
deteriorate,” said a senior Republican 
senator. Another reported increasing 
cloakroom talk that Nixon would 
resign if the House votes to impeach 
him.

Circleville Public Utilities director 
Charles Taylor announced today he 
has received the recommendation of 
Hazen and Swayer, designers of the 
city’s proposed sewerage treatment 
plant, concerning award bids.

“I am not going to defend them 
bevond that,” Griffin added. 
Sen. Milton R. Young, R-N.D., a 
respected conservative elder running 
for re-election this year, told a 
reporter “I think the President is 
getting in deeper trouble. 
“I have been deeply concerned about 
how he has handled this whole thing,” 
Young said. 
Sen. Bill Brock, R-Tenn., chairman 
of the Senate Republican Campaign 
Committee, said most of his colleagues 


“are getting very quiet and are 
studying the transcript and are trying 
to reach their own conclusions.” 
As for resignation, he said “that’s 
still the President’s decision.” 
Sen. Marlow Cook, R-KY., after 
reading the transcript, also called on 
Nixon to consider resignation. 
Cook said the tapes indicated that 
“the President and members of his 
staff coldly ... placed the prestige of 
the President and his administration 
above the welfare and integrity of the 
United States and the United States 
government. 
Senate GOP Leader Hugh Scott set 
off the current wave of Republican 
criticism Tuesday when he said the 
transcripts disclose “a shabby, dis­ 
gusting, immoral performance” by 
those involved. 
Meanwhile, AFL-CIO President 
George Meany renewed his call for 
Nixon to resign “for the good of the 
country.” 
The labor leader said the transcripts 
show “this man is no longer fit to be 
President of the United States.” 
Major Newspapers 
Vi ant Nixon Out

Three newspapers that supported 
President Nixon in 1968 and 1972 have 
editorials in Friday’s issues calling for 
his resignation or impeachment. 
The positions taken by the Los 
Angeles Times, Cleveland Plain 
Dealer and the Kansas City Times 
follow by one day a similar call by the 
Chicago Tribune, which also had been 
a Nixon supporter. 
Also, the Nashville Tennessean said 
in its Friday editions that Nixon should 
resign from office. 
The Tennessean, which supported 
the 1972 presidential bid of Sen. George 
McGovern, D-S.D., said “President 
Nixon must be painfully aware that he 
has lost the most desperate and 
dangerous gamble of his political 
career.” 
The Tennessean referred to Nixon’s 
decision “to defy subpoenas for tape 
recordings and to submit edited 
transcripts of some tapes instead, in 
hopes that this move would establish 
his innocence in the public mind.” 
“Resignation would be the honorable 
course for President Richard Nixon,” 
the Tennessean editorial concluded. 
The Los Angeles Times said the 
transcripts “ contain presumptive 
evidence of at least one impeachable 
offense—the obstruction of justice. The 
newspaper said nothing less than 
impeachment by the House and trial 
by the Senate could determine the 
President’s fitness to continue in of­ 
fice. 
“Standing alone, the transcript of 
March 21,1973, would appear to justify 
Mr. Nixon’s removal from office under 
even the narrowest definition of an 
impeachable offense —the commission 
of an indictable crime,” the California 
newspaper said. 
The Plain 
Dealer said 
“ The 
President has gone too far. The 
transcripts of White House con­ 
versations clearly involve him in a 
coverup, to say the least. That and his 
refusal to comply with the subpoenas 
of the Watergate special prosecutor 
and the House Judiciary Committee 
have virtually assured that im­ 
peachment of President Nixon will 
become reality,” The Plain Dealer 
said. 
“The facts of the matter now sho\y 
that no other course is possible,” the 


Ohio newspaper said. 
The Kansas City Times said “The 
American Constitution ... is reflective 
of the hopes and ideal of mankind for 
justice and truth and a good life ... 
“Can such values really be recon­ 
ciled with the sleazy dialogues now 
emerging in the White House tran­ 
scripts? Can the end product of the 
men who gathered nearly two cen­ 


turies ago to frame the Constitution be 
a bank of knaves who talk of ad­ 
vantage, revenge and adroit maneuver 
and never of what is right or wrong, or 
what is good for the country?” 
The Kansas City Times said Nixon 
scored successes in foreign policy but 
“now must ask himself whether his 
continued presence in office might not 
destroy these great achievements.” 
Knowledge O f Death 
Too Much For Patients 


DETROIT (AP) - Telling some 
terminally ill patients of their fate may 
be as cruel as keeping a prisoner on 
death row before his execution, a 
Philadelphia psychiatrist says. 
Dr. Edward Gottheil made the 
statement Thursday in proposing a 
study of one of the medical world’s 
most important questions: Should a 
terminally ill patient be told he or she 
is dying? 
In a 
report to 
the 
American 
Psychiatric Association, he called for 
research to develop guidelines as to 
who can be told safely. 
Gottheil questioned the current 
school of thought that it is more 
humanitarian to be truthful with the 
fatally ill, “treating knowledge of 
impending death as a human right.” 
Some people sink into depression or 
fear when told, while others take the 
news calmly, the psychiatrist said. 
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Others react with anger and some 
refuse to “hear” the message, he said. 
Gottheil said he and his associates 
had found an increase in cases of 
mental depression paralleling the 
increasing practice of informing dying 
patients of their fate. 
Telling a patient so he can wind up 
his affairs may be welcomed by some, 
Gottheil said. But someone too ill to 
take a last trip to see a new grandchild 
might have his or her hope shattered. 
And he said hope is a strong ally in the 
patient’s will to fight. 
“We have all observed patients who, 
notwithstanding their medical con­ 
dition, have given up and died, or 
fought and lived,” he said.

Pennsylvania 
sociologist, Gottheil said. 
He suggested research to develop 
“guidelines and principles which could 
be judiciously applied to specific cases 
to promote less depression, more 
communicaton and increased survival 
time.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate, 
after a partisan squ abble, has aban­ 
doned attempts to prov ide any gov ern­ 
ment monitoring of wage and price 
increases, 
Democrats, who started a week ago 
to try to keep some standby wage-price 
controls on the books, killed the entire 
legislation Thu rsday after charging 
the Repu blicans wanted only a sham 
monitoring agency . 
A motion by Sen. Edmu nd S. Mu skie, 
D-Maine, to table and thu s kill the 
entire legislation was adopted 65 to 18 
despite some indication the Nix on ad­ 
ministration fav ored retention of 
monetary machinery . 
President Nix on said Thu rsday he is 
ready to try responsible labor- 
management negotiations as a su b­ 
stitu te for federal anti-inflation con­ 
trols, bu t he added that controls might 
hav e to be reimposed if those efforts 
fail. 
The free market cannot be relied 
u pon to determine costs and prices 
“u nless there is a sense of respon­ 
sibility ,” Nix on commented as he 
receiv ed a report from the National 
Commission for Indu strial Peace. 
He added that labor-management 
performance du ring the recent in­ 
flationary period “has been v ery 
responsible” and that the nu mber of 
strikes has been “perhaps lower than 
we had any right to ex pect.” 
The Democratic proposal to retain 
controls on a standby basis was 
sou ndly defeated when the Senate 
opened debate on the legislation.

Senate Abandons 
Wage-Price Action 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate, 
after a partisan squabble, has aban­ 
doned attempts to provide any govern­ 
ment monitoring of wage and price 
increases. 
Democrats, who started a week ago 
to try to keep some standby wage-price 
controls on the books, killed the entire 
legislation Thursday after charging 
the Republicans wanted only a sham 
monitoring agency. 
A motion by Sen. Edmund S. Muskie, 
D-Maine, to table and thus kill the 
entire legislation was adopted 65 to 18 
despite some indication the Nixon ad­ 
m inistration favored retention of 
monetary machinery. 
President Nixon said Thursday he is 
ready to try responsible labor- 
management negotiations as a sub­ 
stitute for federal anti-inflation con­ 
trols, but he added that controls might 
have to be reimposed if those efforts 
fail. 
The free market cannot be relied 
upon to determine costs and prices 
“unless there is a sense of respon­ 
sibility,” Nixon commented as he 
received a report from the National 
Commission for Industrial Peace. 
He added that labor-management 
performance during the recent in­ 
flationary period “has been very 
responsible” and that the number of 
strikes has been “perhaps lower than 
we had any right to expect.” 
The Democratic proposal to retain 
controls on a standby basis was 
soundly defeated when the Senate 
opened debate on the legislation.

Find Antabuse, 
Alcohol Help 
Cancer Fight 


BALTIMORE, Md. (AP) - A Johns 
Hopkins surgeon says scientists should 
explore the possibilities of fighting 
cancer with a drug widely used against 
alcoholism. 


But under Dr. Edward F. Lewison’s 
concept, the drug would be mixed with 
alcohol— the very thing it is intended 
to make compulsive drinkers abhor. 
He said extensive studies involving 
use of the mixture in animals would be 
needed before there could be any 
human experiments. And he said that 
very small doses always would be 
mandatory. 


The drug is disulfiram, tradenamed 
Antabuse. 
As a 
treatm ent 
for 
alcoholism it is taken daily. If an 
alcoholic takes a single drink while 
using Antabuse he suffers violent 
nausea, a pulsating headache, palpita­ 
tions and other intense discomfort. 


Lewi son told a scientific meeting 
here Thursday his idea stems from the 
“ remarkable” experience of one of his 
breast cancer patients, a woman who 
also was an alcoholic. 
He said the woman had been plagued 
by 
extensive 
recurrence 
of 
malignancy elsewhere in her body 
after having had a cancerous breast 
removed. 


But he said she enjoyed complete 
freedom from cancer symptoms for IO 
years after starting to take Antabuse. 
At the same time she was continuing to 
drink, presumably despite the intense 
discomfort. She was not given any 
standard cancer treatment during this 
time. 


Ijewison described the case in a 
report to the world’s first symposium 
on “spontaneous regression of can­ 
cer.” The meeting is sponsored by 
Johns Hopkins Medical Institutions 
and the American Cancer Society.

Would a heart condition that is called 
“functional” produce an adnormal 
electrocardiogram reading? 
Mrs. B G., Calif. 
Dear Mrs. G.: 
The descriptive word “functional” is 
used in the medical sense to indicate 
the absence of organic or physical 
disease. 
When a condition is “functional” 
there is a psychological basis for the 
illness. 
A functional heart condition, 
therefore, is one that has no intrinsic 
defect or abnormality of the heart 
itself. 
It is diffult to understand how an 
abnormal electrocardiogram tracing 
could possibly occur in the absence of 
heart disease. 
Yet it can occur. A highly tense 
person may, for example, have 
palpitations of the heart because of 
emotional stress. This would show up 
in an EKG. 
When once the diagnosis of a con­ 
dition is definitely proven to be func­ 
tional in origin, the emotional cause 
must be found and eliminated.

An 
inadequate diet, severe loss of blood, 
or some peculiarity of iron absorption 
can be responsible for this special type 
of anemia. 
There can be no speculation about 
th is or any other kind of anemia. If iron 
deficiency is present, treatment is 
directed to replacement of the iron 
with im tablets or with foods high in 
iron content. 
Repeated blood studies are done to 
follow the improvement as treatment 
progresses 
Expensive tonics and vitamin 
supplements are no more effective 
than the simple inexpensive ones that 
are suggested by doctors. The highly 
touted ones with “magical” properties 
unnecessarily deplete the pocketbook.

SWIFTWATER, Pa. (AP) — The 
parents of Mary Jo Kopechne, who 
drowned when Sen.

Kennedy’s car went off a bridge five

“We like the senator just as we liked 
his 
brothers, 
Robert 
and 
the 
President,” said Gwen Kopechne, 56. 
“He stands for what I think is right. 
He’s a lot better than what we’ve got 
now.” 
She and her husband, Joseph, 61, 
both said they thought Kennedy’s 
political strength is in his appeal to 
youth. Kennedy, who has said he will 
decide next year about seeking the 
Presidency, has acknowledged the 
1969 incident involving Miss Kopechne 
probably would be an issue if he runs. 
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The breeze was warm for August. It 
came off the Mediterranean to snap 
the blue and white flags of Tel Aviv. 
Behind the city, the British had left an 
ivy-walled cottage. It seemed a 
pastoral, unlikely place to be Israel’s 
military headquarters. 
Major General Itzhak Rabin, a solid 
man with a pale face and a voice which 
enunciated English one word at a time, 
bowed me inside. The sentries did not 
salute. They grinned as they paced the 
perimeter of the gardens. 
Rabin sat behind a desk. He 
motioned to a wing chair. Vice- 
Secretary of Defense Shimon Peres 
dragged over a hard chair. General 
Ezer Weizman gave us a view of his 
back as he stared through a window. 
Rabin, who became Premier of Israel 
a few weeks ago, led the conversation. 
The meeting had been arranged to 
discuss Israel’s defense if war should 
come. The time was August, 1964.1 had 
served in World War II as military 
editor of Collier’s magazine and I 
understood that the problem before us 
was how much Rabin could tell me 
without violating Israel’s security. 
Peres crossed his legs and twitched 
one foot in air. “The Arab world says it 
will drive us into the sea,” he said. 
“We have not learned to swim.” The 
rest of us faked a smile. “You have the 
wrong people in the wrong real 
estate,” I said. Rabin seemed in­ 
terested. 
“You have less than 3 million people 
on a small plot of indefensible land 
surrounded by sand dunes with 39 
million Arabs. You live in a dog 
collar.” Peres liked the figure of 
spech. He laughed. “Besides,” I said, 
“your European Jews are not fighters. 
They’re survivors.” 
Rabin leaned back to pull a wall map 
down. “How would you defeat us?” he 
said softly. I pointed. “The distance 
between Tulkarm in Jordan and 
Netanya in Israel is only 22 miles. I 
would cut your nation in half in one 
day. Then I would turn all my forces 
and roll up the half leading to Haifa 
and the Golan Heights.” Peres was 
serious. “It will not be cut,” he said. 
Rabin had expressive eyebrows. 
“You can publish this. It is not a 
secret. A day, two days, a week before 
they attack, Israel will destroy the air 
forces of Egypt, Jordan and Syria. It 
will be done in eight hours — no more. 
He who controls the air wins the war.” 
The Mystere fighters, I argued, 
could not perform any better than the 
MIG 17s and 20s. “But,” said Gen. 
Ezer Weizman, “we had better pilots.” 
I nodded glumly. “I have one as my 
driver. He is six-feet-five. ’’ 
It induced the first hearty laughter in 
the secret room. Our driver, a Sabra 
like Rabin — had trained to be a 
fighter pilot. Too late the Israeli Air 
Force discovered that a kid 77 inches 
tall cannot pull a plastic canopy over 


his head. 
"Numbers of soldiers will have 
nothing to do with it,” Gen. Rabin said. 
“You feel our smallness is a 
weakness. We see it as a strength. 
Unlike other countries, here every Jew 
fights with his back to his home.” How 
would they know when the Arabs were 
ready to attack? Peres pointed to 
Brigadier General Meir Amit. “Our 
intelligence,” he said. “We will know.” 
Rabin became serious. “If it hap­ 
pens — God forbid! — Israel will strike 
first and hard. You know what a fleur- 
de-lis looks like?” I nodded. “Our jets 
will take off before dawn, race out to 
sea at low altitude, so as not to be 
picked up by enemy radar. Then some 
will turn toward Egypt, others will 
head for Syria. By noon it will be 
over.” 
I made notes. “Are you sure,” I said, 
“That you want me to publish your 
defense plans?” General Rabin and 
Amit said yes. I felt like a spy. "In the 
United States, Arab ambassadors and 
military attaches will read what I 
write, and your plan will be in Egypt 
and Syria by courier within two days.” 
Everybody shrugged. “Let them 
know. You have permission.” In late 
August, 1964, the Arabs read the plan 
and understood the use of the low- 
flying fleur-de-lis. I suggest they 
laughed at it. No nation is going to tell 
a journalist its hyper-secret pin to win 
a war in one day. 
When the Arabs were ready to attack 
in 1967, Rabin, Weizman and Daytan 
struck first. The air attack was a 
perfect fleur-de-lis, and it caught the 
enemy air forces on the ground. By 
noon it was over, except for the death 
rattles, which lasted six days. 
The man who is now Premier, and 
whom the American press calls a 
political neophyte, used me to trick the 
Arabs into believing that he was lying. 
The most difficult thing to believe is 
truth. . .

By a 137-123 vote, the House of 
Commons adopted a motion ¡of no 
confidence in Trudeau’s m inority 
government. The 54-year-old 'prim e 
minister said he would call ofi Gov.- 
Gen. Jules I^ger today to ask him to 
dissolve the lower house and call an 
election. 
Election day is expected to be Ju ly 8. 
Meanwhile, Trudeau and The liberal

caretaker government. 
Trudeau said in a telecast after his 
defeat that he welcomed the electoral 
fight but considered ttta interruption of 
parliament while the country faced 
inflationary

Democratic 
Party, 
Canada’s 
third largest p/olitical faction, whose 
support had kcfpt him in office since the 
liberal m ajority in Commons was re­ 
duced to a/minority by the 1972 elec­ 
tion.

After hiding with the government on 
19 previous no-confidence motions, the 
31i New Democrats joined the 106 Con­ 
servatives to bring down the govern­ 
ment with a motion condemning the 
budget submitted on Monday. With one 
liberal absent, Trudeau mustered 108 
votes from his party and 15 from the 
Social Credit Party. 
The decisive vote came on a New 
Democratic amendment to a Con­ 
servative motion of no confidence 
charging that the budget failed to 
provide effective remedies for the 10 
per cent inflation Canada now suffers. 
The New Democratic amendment 
charged that the budget failed to 
provide help for pensioners and others 
on fixed income, failed to deal with the 
housing crisis and did nothing about 
the “ glaring inequalities of the tax 
system.” 
The government’s overthrow had 
been a certainty since the introduction 
of the New Democratic amendment 
Tuesday night. 
The liberals have been in power 
since 1963. But not until the dynamic, 
charismatic Trudeau succeeded the 
late Lester B. Pearson as party chief 
and prime minister in 1968 did they win 
a majority in Commons. Four years

were increasing, the charisma was 
much diminished, and the Liberal 
majority was reduced to a three-seat 
edge over the Conservatives, with the 
New Democrats holding the balance of 
power.

OTTAWA (AP) — Canada’s political 
parties began preparing today for a 
general election in July after the 
toppling of Prime Minister Pierre 
Elliott Trudeau’s Liberal government. 
Inflation was certain to be the major 
campaign issue. 
By a 137-123 vote, the House of 
Commons adopted a motion (bf no 
confidence in Trudeau’s m inority 
government. The 54-year-old prime 
minister said he would call on Gov.- 
Gen. Jules Leger today to ask, him to 
dissolve the lower house and call an 
election.

Election day is expected to be July 8. 
Meanwhile, Trudeau and 'the Liberal 
cabinet 
continue 
in office 
as a 
caretaker government. J 
Trudeau said in a telecast after his 
defeat that he welcomed the electoral 
fight but considered tlhe interruption of 
parliament while the country faced 
inflationary problems “ unfortunate 
and unnecessary.” ' 
Trudeau was brought down by the 
New Democratic Party, Canada’s 
third largest political faction, whose 
support had kcfpt him in office since the 
liberal majority in Commons was re­ 
duced to a/minority by the 1972 elec­ 
tion. 
/ 
After biding with the government on 
19 previous no-confidence motions, the 
3\ New Democrats joined the 106 Con­ 
servatives to bring down the govern­ 
ment with a motion condemning the 
budget submitted on Monday. With one 
Ijberal absent, Trudeau mustered 108 
votes from his party and 15 from the 
Social Credit Party. 
The decisive vote came on a New 
Democratic amendment to a Con­ 
servative motion of no confidence 
charging that the budget failed to 
provide effective remedies for the IO 
per cent inflation Canada now suffers. 
The New Democratic amendment 
charged that the budget failed to 
provide help for pensioners and others 
on fixed income, failed to deal with the 
housing crisis and did nothing about 
the “ glaring inequalities of the tax 
system.” 
The government’s overthrow had 
been a certainty since the introduction 
of the New Democratic amendment 
Tuesday night. 
The liberals have been in power 
since 1963. But not until the dynamic, 
charismatic Trudeau succeeded the 
late laster B. Pearson as party chief 
and prime minister in 1968 did they win 
a majority in Commons. Four years 


later 
inflation and unemployment 
were increasing, the charisma was 
much diminished, and the liberal 
majority was reduced to a three-seat 
edge over the Conservatives, with the 
New Democrats holding the balance of 
power. 
Conservative leader Robert Stan­ 
field predicted the coming election 
would sweep his party into power. “ I 
feel we have an excellent chance of 
achieving a majority,” he said. 
New Democrats leader David I^ewis 
said his party’s campaign machinery 
is “ rolling already—everything is 
moving along well.”

CHARI.ESTON, IU. (A P) - Vice 
President Gerald R. Ford said today 
Watergate has caused “ an erosion of 
confidence in our federal government 
which I believe has reached crisis 
proportions.” 
In a speech prepared for delivery at 
Eastern Illinois University, Ford said 
“ it is time to put more truth in 
politics.” 
“ The time has come for persons in 
political life to face the truth and speak 
the truth,” he said.

“ All in all, it looks to me that the 
basic interest there was simply 
holding on to power and not justice,” 
says the Rev. Dr. Robert V. Moss, 
president of the United Church of 
Christ. 
“ I ’m particularly distressed at the 
low value placed on human beings, in 
terms of sacrificing ‘little fish’ and ‘big 
fish’ in order that the White House can 
avoid speaking the truth.” 
Rabbi Alexander M. Schindler, 
president of the Union of American 
Hebrew Congregations, says the tapes 
are 
“ not the language of the 
presidency, but the language of the 
gutter. It reeks with the stench of mor­ 
al decay.” 
The Rev. Dr. Robert J. Marshall, 
president of the Lutheran Church in 
America, says “the basic attitudes and 
concerns are not as noble and prin­ 
cipled as a person might hope.”

Chile Speeds Trials O f Activists 


SANTIAGO, Chile (AP) — After 
eight months in power, Chile’s military 
junta is speeding the final judgment of 
activists in the government of Marxist 
President Salvador Allende. 
More than IOO persons are now on 
trial or aw aiting sentencing by 
m ilitary tribunals throughout the 
country. 
At least 6,000 persons 
arrested after the Sept. ll coup still 
are imprisoned. 
The air force member of the junta, 
Gen. Gustavo Leigh, said two weeks 
ago that proceedings for all those held 
would be started quickly to determine 
who should stand trial and who should 
be released. He said orders had been 
issued to accelerate trial of those 
accused. 
Charges range from possession of 
Marxist literature to treason and 
espionage. Dozens face death sen­ 
tences although no one has been 
executed in four months. 
Gen. Oscar Bonilla, the interior 
minister, said this week the four-man 
junta would review all death sen­ 
tences. Authority to confirm or 
commute such sentences had been 
“ tem porarily delegated” to local 
garrison commanders earlier because 


of emergency conditions, Bonilla said. 
Summary military courts sent at 
least 96 men to the firing squads 
shortly after the coup. But the junta 
ended these drumhead executions in 
midJanuary. 
Death sentences imposed on five 
men in San Fernando last month were 
commuted Monday by the province’s 
military governor to long prison 
terms. 
The only persons now known to be 
sentenced to death are two former 
directors of the Socialist party con­ 
victed in Valdivia of plotting to 
assassinate local m ilitary com­ 
manders. 
An air force “council of war” is 
trying 67 men in Santiago, and death 
sentences are asked for six of the 
defendants. 
There are reports—not yet con­ 
firmed by the government —that 25 
army officers will go on trial soon on 
charges of betraying the armed ser­ 
vices, and that the prosecution will ask 
the death penalty for four of them. 
The junta has announced that some 
members of Allende’s regime will be 
transferred from Dawson Island to 
Santiago and Valparaiso to stand trial.

SAIGON, South Vietnam (AP) — 
Economic and military anaylsts here 
believe North Vietnam has put off any 
idea of a general military offensive in 
South Vietnam for perhaps 18 months 
in order to gear up for a full-scale 
economic development program at 
home. 
They emphasize, however, that 
Hanoi is still keeping its military 
options open. 
Said one U.S. source: 
“ It is fairly safe to say that during 
the next 18 months, Hanoi probably 
will not come full force with a military 
investment in the South.” 
U.S. military analysts generally 
agree with this assessment. 
Despite intensified fighting along 
South Vietnam ’s western borders 
which has spilled into Cambodia 
during the past month, U.S. military 
analysts disagree with Saigon govern­ 
ment officials, including President 
Nguyen Van Thieu, that Hanoi has 


launched a general offensive. 
“ I don’t see it as an outbreak of a 
general offensive,” says one analyst. 
“ A number of spokesmen for the 
government of Vietnam have painted 
it that way. But I don’t believe it. 


“ All of it has a plausible explanation. 
The fighting is being directed at local 
objectives. It does not hang together. 
There is no common thread such as the 
Tet offensive of 1968 and the Easter 
offensive of 1972. Not yet. 


“ The Communists are attempting to 
improve their position militarily so 
they will be in a better position to 
launch heavy strikes sometime in the 
future.” 


Fighting is still bloody after a cease­ 
fire that has been in effect 15 months 
and casualties are heavy.

developments in recent months, ac­ 
cording to observers of North Vietnam 
events, was a major reshuffle of the 
Hanoi government cabinet in which 
three new vice premiers were named 
and at least three ministers were fired. 
“ There is no question that North 
Vietnam’s economy is hurting,” says 
one U.S. source. 
“ The cabinet 
reshuffle indicates they are finally 
trying to take serious steps to reverse 
the situation.

Gilligan Seeks Lottery Cash 
For Human Needs Programs 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Gov. 
John J. Gilligan said today he will ask 
the General Assembly to spend $43.5 
million in proceeds from Ohio’s new 
state lottery on “ important, innovative 
programs to meet human needs.” 
Gilligan proposed the first $14.9 
million from the lottery be used to pay 
off bonds financing the state’s 
program of bonuses for Vietnam era 
veterans. 
Next, he said, $12.5 million should be 
earmarked as “ state matching money 
for all of the vocational education 
levies approved in the state to date.” 
He said the next $4.2 million would 
go for free transportation for senior 
citizens and $2.76 million would match 
federal money for emergency medical 
service programs for Cleveland, 
Cincinnati, Parma, Springfield and 
Toledo. 
The governor, in unveiling his 
proposal, discounted reports of a 
surplus in the state treasury at the end 
of the year. 
He said current projections show tax 
revenues running at about the level 
forecast by the legislature when it 
adopted the biennial budget a year 
ago. 
Said Gilligan: “ There will be no 
surplus.” 
Gilligan suggested $2.5 million be 
spent to insure completion of the 
Appalachia Highway from Albany to 
Athens — it would be used to get $10 
million in federal money—and not $2 
million be used to underwrite the cost 
of paying patient workers at state 
hospitals.

Association, the last of four groups he 
addressed in a 13-hour tour in Chicago 
and downstate Illinois. 
Earlier, Ford told an audience of 
about 6,000 at

Watergate has caused “ an erosion of 
confidence in the federal government 
which I believe has reached crisis 
proportions.” 
However, he later told a news 
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conference in Chicago that the 
President should not resign and that he 
believes from the evidence that Nixon 
is innocent of any impeachable of­ 
fense. 
He also told the National Computer 
Conference that Watergate has made 
him more aware of threats to in­ 
dividual privacy posed by computer 
technology. 
Ford told newsmen he does not 
anticipate being President or running 
for office in 1976, but “ I’ll be prepared 
for whatever happens.” 
In his Thursday night speech to the 
industrial association, which has about 
235 member firms, Ford ranged from 
national defense to inflation, which he 
described as“ the most important, the 
most crucial problem we face in this 
country.”

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CHICAGO (AP) — Vice President 
Gerald R. Ford says even if Congress 
wrongly impeaches President Nixon, 
there could be no court appeal. 
Ford said he believes a President 
can be impeached only for treason, 
bribery, high crimes and other 
misdemeanors, but “Whatever the 
Congress decides, rightly or wrongly, 
is the final decision. 
“Others may disagree with me but I 
think the weight of legal evidence is 
that no decision of Congress in the area 
of impeachment is challengeable in the 
Supreme Court,” he said. 
Some observers, including former 
Supreme Court Justice Arthur J. 
Goldberg, have said impeachment by 
the House may be appealed, delaying 
proceedings. 
Ford made his comments in 
response to a question at a dinner of

Association, the last of four groups he 
addressed in a 13-hour tour in Chicago 
and downstate Illinois. 
Earlier, Ford told an audience of 
about 6,000 at Eastern Illinois 
University 
in

that 
Watergate has caused “an erosion of 
confidence in the federal government 
which I believe has reached crisis 
proportions.” 
However, he later told a news 


conference in Chicago that the 
President should not resign and that he 
believes from the evidence that Nixon 
is innocent of any impeachable of­ 
fense. 
He also told the National Computer 
Conference that Watergate has made 
him more aware of threats to in­ 
dividual privacy posed by computer 
technology. 
Ford told newsmen he does not 
anticipate being President or running 
for office in 1976, but “I’ll be prepared 
for whatever happens.” 
In his Thursday night speech to the 
industrial association, which has about 
235 member firms, Ford ranged from 
national defense to inflation, which he 
described as“the most important, the 
most crucial problem we face in this 
country.” 
Ford said proposals for income tax 
cuts are “superficial” and “phony,” 
and called instead for belt-tightening 
across all sectors of American society.

X EN IA , Ohio TAP)—The huge 
funnel of violent wind that smashed the 
Xenia area April 3 may have been the 
largest tornado on record. 


That’s the opinion of Don Halsey of 
Xenia, a meteorologist-technician with 
the National Weather Service at Cox 
Municipal Airport Vandalia. 


“ We won’t know for sure until 
research is completed,” Halsey said, 
“ but it looks like the Xenia tornado will 
rate at least five on the Fujita Scale, 
which will make it one of the largest— 
perhaps the largest. 


“ At this time research indicates the 
Xenia tornado funnel was 900 to 1,100 
yards wide—a huge thing. We estimate 
the wind velocity in the funnel at 318 
miles per hour, its forward motion at 
48 miles per hour. The path of 
destruction was 16 miles long.” 


The Fujita measurement scale was 
devised by Theodore Fujita, a tornado 
authority who did a detailed analysis

That’s the opinion of Don Halsey of 
Xenia, a meteorologist-technician with 
the National Weather Service at Cox 
Municipal Airport Vandalia. 


“We won’t know for sure until 
research is completed,” Halsey said, 
“but it looks like the Xenia tornado will 
rate at least five on the Fujita Scale, 
which will make it one of the largest— 
perhaps the largest. 


“At this time research indicates the 
Xenia tornado funnel was 900 to 1,100 
yards wide—a huge thing. We estimate 
the wind velocity in the funnel at 318 
miles per hour, its forward motion at 
48 miles per hour. The path of 
destruction was 16 miles long.”

The movie is 
Postage Rate 
Delay Pushed 
In Senate Bill 


WASHINGTON (A P) - The Senate 
takes up a bill today to stretch out the 
time schedule for postage increases on 
newspapers, 
magazines, 
books, 
records and nonprofit mailings. 
Speaking for the majority of the 
Senate 
Post 
Office 
Committee, 
Chairman Gale McGee, D-Wyo., called 
it “ a bill designed to benefit the 
general public by strengthening the 
free press.” 
In a minority report, Sen. Hiram L. 
Fong, R-Hawaii, called the measure 
“ a raid on the 
United States 
Treasury—a 
ripoff 
in 
today’s 
parlance.” 
The bill would allow an additional 
three years—eight instead of five—for 
phase-in of rates on publications and 
records sufficient to cover their full 
proportionate share of the costs of the 
Postal Service. 
Nonprofit mailers, paying half the 
rate 
charged 
profitmaking 
organizations, would have six years 
added to their 10-year phase-in period, 
which started in 1972. 
Fong said the bill would cost the 
taxpayers an additional $753.7 million 
in subsidy on top of the $1.6 billion 
already allowed under the 1970 Postal 
Reorganization Act to make up the full 
cost of handling the second, third and 
fourth-class mailings. 
He questioned justification for the 
rate increase stretchout, asserting 
that the publishing and record- 
manufacturing industries have en­ 
joyed record profits recently. 
McGee said second-class postal 
rates have been increased by 74 per 
cent since May 1971 and may increase 
by 300 per cent by 1976, because of 
continuing increases in Postal Service 
expenses.

Doctors Avoiding 
Heart Transplants 


19 Banking Laws Not Well Policed? 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) — Medical 
science is somewhat disenchanted 
with heart transplants and is now 
concentrating on research to prevent 
strokes and heart attacks, according to 
Dr. Michael DeBakey, Houston, Tex. 
“Most doctors are disenchanted with 
heart transplantation,” DeBakey said 
Thursday, “since the yield of benefit is 
too small for the effort put forth.” 
The head of the Baylor University 
Medical School was here to address a 
medical group at the Shrine Bum In­ 
stitute. 
“I have done 12 myself, and only two 
survived any length of time,” said 
DeBakey. “One lived four years and 
one is still alive after five and one-half 
years. But we don’t know why he is 
doing so well.” 
Heart transplantation remains 
largely 
experimental, 
he 
said. 
Artificial support systems now in use 
will 
be 
more 
widely 
used 
and 
developed as time goes on, he said. 
But he added that finding ways to 
achieve immunity from the body’s 
rejection of a foreign heart would be a 
step forward. The operation also has 
other problems including finding the 
right donors and recipients to match 
up, he said. 
Meanwhile, transplants of other 
organs like kidneys have a much 
better chance because the matching is 
less critical, he said. 
DeBakey said he is optimistic about 
other advances in cardiology noting 
that the over all risk in heart surgery 
has been reduced to 5 per cent and 
arterial grafts to 2 or 3 per cent. 
At the same time, medical science is 
learning more about the contributory 
causes of heart attacks and strokes

Youth Guilty 
Of Murders; 
Faces Death 


AKRON, Ohio (AP)—Eighteen-year- 
old Carl L. Bayless of Akron was 
convicted of two counts and two 
specifications of aggravated murder 
Thursday, making the youth the first 
person eligible for the death penalty 
under Ohio’s revised legal code. 


Judge James V. Barbuto ordered a 
presentencing investigation and said 
he would meet Monday with lawyers 
for prosecution and defense to decide 
“his next step.” 


State penal authorities said the last 
execution in Ohio took place in 1963. 
The jury of seven men and five 
women returned the guilty findings, 
including one on a count of robbery, in 
little more than six hours. The verdict 
was announced at about 9 p.m. 


Bayless was found innocent of a 
specification stating he had fled to 
avoid prosecution for a felony. 
The jurors received the case at about 
10:30 a.m., after Barbuto spent an hour 
detailing what findings they could re­ 
turn. He said they could not “ discuss 
or consider the subject of punish­ 
ment.” 


The jurors were told they could find 
the defendant innocent, innocent by 
reason of insanity or guilty of the 
charges. - 
Bayless was charged with slaying 
Mr. and Mrs. Paul Anthony of Wad­ 
sworth. The two were found face down 
in the snow Feb. 27 in an Akron park, 
each shot once in the back of the head.

Dr. Austin and commission are 
pushing for a reform system setting up 
a separate Financial Institution 
Bureau, funded by assessing the banks 
and having a director appointed for a 
term of years so he would be more 
immune from political pressures. 
But he said without the governor’s 


strong backing, chance of pushing the 
legislation through is practically nil. 
He said if the governor doesn’t 
respond, the study commission will 
attem pt to go directly to the 
legislature. But he indicated he wasn’t 
too hopeful about the result. 
“It’s not a ‘glamour’ issue, like 
abortion or equal rights,” he said. 
“And we’re a group of scholars and 
bankers, we’re not lobbyists. 
“But I think we’ll do our very best,” 
he said.
